A Number of the Inhabitants of this Colony, called the Suſquebannab, and 
Delaware Companies, in the Year 1754, for great and valuable Conſiderations, 
in Money, paid and ſatisfied to the Indians of the Six Nations, purchaſed 
of -them, as early as they, the Aboriginal Proprietors, were willing to grant 
and convey their Title to a large Tract of Land, within the Bounds and 
Limits of this wang lying Welt of the River Delaware, and from thence 
ſpreading over the Eaſt and Weſt Branches of the Suſquebannab River. Since 
lch Purchaſes a great Number of our Inhabitahts have made Settlements 
thereon. | 

The General Aſſembly of this Colony have aſſerted their Claim to thoſe 
Lands : And the Inhabitants dwelling within the Bounds of this Colony, 
on the Welt Side of the Delaware River, are made and conſtituted a diſtinct 
Town, with like Powers and Privileges as other Towns in this Colony by 
Law have, within the following Bounds, viz. bounded Eaſt by Delaware 
River, North by the North Bound of the Colony, Weſt by. a North and 
South Line a-crols the Colony at fifteen Miles Diſtance Weſt from a Place 
on the Suſquehannah River called J/yoming, and South by the South Line 
of this Colony; which Town is called by the Name of Weſtmoreland, and is 
annexed to the County of Litchfield. The Proprietaries of Penn/ylvania, 
diſpute the Right of this Colony to thoſe Lands; they refuſe to join, to

is unknown, The Lands beyond the River Delaware, lately purchaſed from the 
Indian Proprietors, are ſtill leſs known. The original Title to the Lands on which 
the Colony was firſt ſettled, was at the Time the Engliſh came hither, in the Peguot 
Nation, of Indians, who were numerous and warlike ; their Country extended 
from Narraganſet to Hudſon's River, and over all Long- Mand. — Saſacus, their great 
Sagamore, had under him twenty ſix Sachems : He -injuriouſly made War 
upon the Engliſh ; he exerciſed diſpotic Dominion over his Subjects; he, with 
all his Sachems and People, were conquered, and made Tributaries to the 
Engliſh, The War being ended, Conſiderations and Settlements were made 
with ſuch Sachems and People as remained, who came in, and received to 
their full Contentment and Satisfaction; and have at all Times ſince been 
uſed and treated with Juſtice and Humanity. No Grants are made by the 
General Aſſembly, before the Indian Title is purchaſed, agreeable to the 
Right of Pre-emption, granted by Royal Charter to the Governor and Com- 
pany of this Colony, Thus the greateſt Part of this Colony was purchaſed 
and obtained for great and valuable Conſiderations; and other Parts thereof 
gained by Conqueſt, and with much Difficulty; and at the only Endeavours, 
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Expence and Charges of Perſons thereby intereſted in the plantation of 
Connetticut, in New-England, and their Aſſociates. Thereupon, agreeable to 
our Royal Patent and Grant, the Title under which the Inhabitants hold 
their Poſſeſſion, is a Grant and Patent made by the General Aſſembly of the 
Governor and Company of this Colony to the reſpective Townſhips, or to 
particular Perſons, to them, their Heirs, Succeſſors and Aſſigns forever, 
according to the moſt free Tenure of Eaſt Greenwich, in the County of Kent, 
in the Realm of England.
